What about future prices on 
farm machinery? 


What about prices? 
There ha s b een no g enera l increa se 
in o ur p rices since they were fro zen 
b y the Go vernment in ea rly 1 942. 
Since then a few small increases 
ha ve been allowed where particu­ 
lar machines were substantially 
changed in design. 


What about profits? 
Risk is part of the American profit 
and loss system , so we do not, of 
course, ask either our customers 
or the Government to guarantee 
tha t we can be certain of profits 
ea ch year. The chart tells the 
story of our profits during the war. 
A lth ou g h H a rvester produced 
more goods than ever before, it 
had no desire to g et rich out of war, 
so our rate of profit has steadily 
gone down. W hat our 1946 profit 
will be is ex tremely uncertain.

IT IS only in recent times that 
many of the facts concerning in­ 
flammation of the liver or hepati­ 
tis have been collected. Now it is 
k nown that certain infections, as 
well as various drugs, may cause 
liver damage. 
In a group of 63 patients studied 
by Dr. Nathan W. Chaik in and Dr 
Simeon O. Chlenoff of New York 
City , the most common causes of 
the liver inflammation 
were infec 
tions, drugs, such 
as arsenic, and 
various general 
diseases, such as 
pneumonia. More 
than one-half of 
the patients developed 
the condi­ 
tion because of 
infection and the 
m ajority of them were over twenty 
y ears of age. 
Apparently a Virile 
While the ex act cause of liv er 
inflammation 
is not known, it 
would appear that it is due to a 
virus, that is, an organism so small 
that it can pass through the open­ 
ings in a porcelain filter. The pa­ 
tients who developed the condition 
as a result of drugs had received 
such preparations as sulfathiazole 
and sulfadiazine. It is thought that 
these drugs may have direct dam 
aging action in the liver cells. Be­ 
cause of this fact it may be 
inadvisable to use sulfonamide 
drugs for infections which develop 
during the course of chronic liver 
disease. 
In a number of the cases the 
acute inflammation of the liver or 
hepatitis followed the use of a r­ 
senic-containing drugs. Other con­ 
ditions which produced hepatitis 
were pneumonia and sy philis. 
Sy mptoms Same 
It appears that no m atter what 
may cause hepatitis, the sy mptoms 
are about the same. There may be 
pains in the abdomen, loss of appe­ 
tite, vomiting and diarrhea. In a 
few instances the condition may 
begin with sy mptoms lik e those of 
a cold. Fever is present in some 
instances. About three to five day s 
following the onset of the condi­ 
tion, jaundice or a greenish-y ellow 
discoloration of the sk in as well 
as the mucous membranes, especi­ 
ally the white portion of the ey es, 
may occur. 
This may last from seven to 


twenty -six day s. The disorder is 
diagnosed on the basis of tho 
sy mptoms and various laboratory 
tests are made to determine how 
the liver is functioning. In chil­ 
dren it would appear that this con­ 
dition as a rule, runs a rather 
mild course. In adults it may bo 
more serious. 
There is no specific treatm ent 
for the infection which produces 
hepatitis, insofar as is k nown at 
present. Complete rest in bed, the 
use a f the proper diet and the giv­ 
ing of plenty of fluids are all help­ 
ful measures. The diet should con­ 
tain an abundance of sugars, and 
proteins such as meat and milk . 
A great deal further study is 
needed to determine the exact way 
in which the infectious form of 
liver inflammation spreads and to 
develop preventive measures. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. K.: Is it possible to perm a­ 
nently raise a prolapsed trans­ 
verse colon by electrical or man­ 
ual manipulation, or both, or by 
operation ? 
Answor: It is not lik ely that 
manipulation would restore a co­ 
lon to its normal position. An op­ 
eration m ight be performed for 
this condition. However, a gain in 
weight and strengthening of the 
abdominal 
muscles by exercise 
may be all that is necessary . 


G. M.: How can one get from 
foods the proper iodine require­ 
ments necessary for good health ? 
Answer: Sea foods, such as 
oy sters, salmon, and sardines, con­ 
tain the most iodine. It is also 
found in butter and milk . Most 
vegetables, especially those grown 
in land near the sea. contain iodine 
in small quantity . The use of io­ 
dine salt will also aid in supply ­ 
ing a sufficient quantity of iodine. 


D. A. W.: Is it harmful to use 
suppository in stubborn cases of 
constipation ? 
Answer: The frequent use of 
suppositories may be habit form ­ 
ing. However, properly employ ed, 
they may be helpful in overcom­ 
ing constipation until the proper 
bowel habits are formed with diet, 
exercise and the drink ing of plenty 
of fluids.

While the exact cause of liver 
inflammation is not known, it 
would appear that it is doe to a 
virus, that is, an organism so small 
that it can pass through the open 
mgs in a porcelain Alter. The pa 
tients who developed the condition 
as a result of drugs had received 
such preparations as sulfathiazole 
and sulfadiazine. It is thought that 
these drugs may have direct dam 
aging action in the liver cells. Be­ 
cause of this feet it may be 
inadvisable to use sulfonamide 
drugs for infections which develop 
during the course of chronic liver 
disease. 
In a number of the cases the 
acute inflammation of the liver or 
hepatitis followed the use of ar­ 
senic-containing drugs. Other con­ 
ditions which produced hepatitis 
were pneumonia and syphilis. 
Symptoms Same 
It appears that no matter what 
may cause hepatitis, the symptoms 
are about the same. There may be 
pains in the abdomen, loss of appe­ 
tite, vomiting and diarrhea. In a 
few instances the condition may 
begin with symptoms like those of 
a cold. Fever is present in some 
instances. About three to five days 
following the onset of the condi­ 
tion, jaundice or a greenish-yellow 
discoloration of the skin ss well 
as the mucous membranes, especi­ 
ally the white portion of the eyes, 
may occur. 
This may last from seven to 


twenty-six days. The disorder is 
diagnosed on the basis of tha 
symptoms and various laboratory 
tests are made to determine how 
the liver is functioning. In chil­ 
dren it would appear that this con­ 
dition as a rule, runs a rather 
mild course. In adults it may ba 
more serious. 
There is no specific treatment 
for the infection which produces 
hepatitis, insofar as is known at 
present. Complete rest in bed, the 
use of the proper diet and the giv­ 
ing of plenty of fluids are all help­ 
ful measure*. The diet should con­ 
tain an abundance of sugars, and 
proteins such as meat and milk. 
A great deal further study is 
needed to determine the exact way 
in which the infectious form of 
liver inflammation spreads and to 
develop preventive measures. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. K.: Is it possible to perma­ 
nently rai.«e a prolapsed trana- 
verse colon by electrical or man­ 
ual manipulation, or both, or by 
operation ? 
Answer: It is not likely that 
manipulation would restore a co­ 
lon to ita normal position. An op­ 
eration might be performed for 
this condition. However, a gain in 
weight and strengthening of the 
abdominal muscles by exercise 
may be all that i« necessary.
